TIME TO ) PONDER 


The supreme court at Washington has 
declined to listen to Mr. Capone's complaint 
that he did not get a fair trial or that by some 
oversight or judicial miscarriage he has been 
wrongly convicted of having failed to share his 
ill-gotten gains with the Government in due 
proportion.

THE REFORM HANGS FIRE 


When the Beauharnois scandal was ex- 
ploded in parliament a year ago there were 
rumors from Ottawa, a good deal more direct 
and definite than outside surmises could be, 
that the Government would cause the election 
law to be drastically amended, in such way as 
to give publicity to campaign fund contribu- 
tions. 

It was clearly foreshadowed that hereafter 
anyone who made a contribution to the funds 
of any party would be required to publish the 
fact, stating how much he gave and to whom 
it was given. The mystery that now surrounds 
the war chests was to be swept away. Contri- 
butions were to be openly invited and openly 
announced, Wherefore there would be no 
temptation to contribute as an investment in 
favors to come, and no stigma attached to any 
one who gave or to any party that accepted. 

That of course is the way campaign funds 
should be handled. But it looks as though some 
one has thrown a monkey wrench into the 
plans to bring about that salutary change in 
procedure. The projected Government bill by 
which the reformation was to come about has 
not been brought down. And a private bill to 
the same effect has been withdrawn, under 
circumstances which do not indicate Govern- 
ment action in the matter. 

Senator McRae has told us that Premier 
Bennett resorted to violent language to prevent 
him accepting a contribution from Sweezey on 
the eve of last election. Perhaps the Senator 
has evened the score by telling the Premier 
there won't be any funds for the next election 
if contributions have to be handled in day- 
light? 

In any event the Senator is free to go on 
collecting against the day of need, knowing 
that there is nothing in the law, and no 
amendment of the.law under way, that would 
compel him to say where he is getting the 
money, 


WHAT ABOUT OVER CAPITALIZATION? 


Premier Bennett has announced a confer- 
ence between federal and provincial represent- 
atives, to study amendments to the law which 
will prevent fraud and manipulation in the 
flotation and selling of stocks. 

All well and good so far as it goes, but that 
does not sound like going far enough to meet 
the situation. What is also required is machin- 
ery that will prevent the capitalization of 
companies out of all proportion to their assets, 
needs and prospects. This is done and has been 
done not through fraud or illegal manipule- 
tion, but with full consent of law and the 
authorities. And the investing public have in 
recent years suffered far more through legal- 
ized over- capitalisation than they have 
{hrough downright fraud. 

Turner Valley is a case in point. The crash

er 


of 1929 has had no more spectacalat develop. 
ments in Canada than the prosecution of 
brokers in connection with the sale of Turner 
Valley oil stock..Whdt has heen done to them 
may have been \entirely deserved, and was 
certainly impressive, but it profited investors 
nothing. 

The money that was lost in Turner Valley 
was not lost through fraudulent transactions, 
but through operations wiiich were strictly 
legal and have not been cafled in question in 
the courts Companies organized there were 
permitted to capitalize and sell stock to a 
hundred or a thousand times the amount that 
was required or that the property justified. 
When the slump came the prospect simply 
faded out that the stock-holders could or can 
get any return on the vast number of shares 
they hold. 

Tt is urgent that fraud be prevented. But it 
is also due the investing public that they be 
given some reasonable measure of protection 
against the capitalization of enterprises out 
of all relation to their probable earning-power.

|S poem tay in the Senate and in press reports 
of the Senate debate on General A. D. McRac’s 
proposal to establish government control of the ra- 
dium bearing zone at Great Beat Lake, are apt to 
mislead cancer sufferers and those who may be 
in fear of the dread scourge. 

Several speakers referred to radium as a cure 
for cancer, as if it were a specific for any and 
every cancer sufferer. They made claims far in 
excess of any made by the Radium Institute which 
controls radium distribution in Europe. 

Within the past year, the Radium Institute 
pointed out the danger and uncertainty of radium 
treatment in many cares and the need for further 
research. 


F*® be it from this writer to discourage any can- 

cer sufferer or to discredit the search which 
science is making for a cancer cure. In cases of 
external cancer, treatment by radium-charged 
needles have been known to succeed. Surgery has 
claim to many rematkable cures—some of them 
extending over a quarter of a century without re- 
currence. 

On the other hand radium treatment has known 
many failures and disappointments. Surgery can- 
not always cure. It is not kind or wise to build up 
belief that any specific remedy has been found 
when such is not the case. 

Success is greatly to be desired for those who 
are experimenting with ¢he gamma ray of radium 
as a caustic agent. Happily the world is not now 
wholly dependent on the radium-bearing ores. 
German physicists recently succeeded in producing 
gamma rays by a large vacuum tube. They claim 
to be able to produce them in any desired quantity. 

ne xe ax 

HE dangerous character of radium rays to ex- 
perimenters have been shown in the case of 
many martyrs to science. More recently a New 
York manufacturer and well-known golfer met his 
death by radium poisoning through drinking radium 
water as a tonic over a prolonged period. Gamma 
rays have a vibration rate of over 170,000 a second. 
They burn up cancer tissue under skilled treatment. 
Radium in the water this chap drunk settled in 
his jaw where the gamma rays broke down the 

bone system and ate away his jaw. 

There's something horribly uncanny in the spec- 
tacle—a few minute particles of matter possessing 
the power to send out a continuous bombardment 
of electrons for 115,000 years, breaking down a 
noble specimen of manhood. What potentialities 
of good or ill are bound up in the mystery of the 
electronic basis of the universe. What will man- 
kind ultimately know when it unlocks the secrets 
of the material universe? 

HILE the scientists have not yet found a sure 

specific or treatment for all types of cancer, 
it is cheering and helpful to know that no person 
need develop cancer who safeguards his health. 

Cancer cells, says Sir Wm. Arbuthnot Lane, 
can never develop in a healthy body. They can 
only grow on a morbid tissue. Maintain perfect 
health and internal sanitation, says this famous au- 
thority on health, and you can defy cancer. 

While public men gnd editors give prominence 
to radium as an avenue of hope for cancer suffer- 
ers, of far, far greater importance is it to preach 
the gospel of cleanliness as a means of preventing 
cancer, There is little doubt but that the so-called 
modern scourge is brought about by modern con- 
ditions of rich diet and internal insanitation. It 
would be unfortunate if the publicity given to the 
discovery of radium-bearing rocks in Northern Al- 
berta, were to distract attention from the need to 
practice healthy living.

EFERENCE to modern discoveries in regard to } 


uranium and the radio-active metals, recalls a 
striking illustration of the scientific mind Some 
time ago I came across Huxley's presidential ad- 
dress at Belfast to the Royal Society. It is not by 
me at the moment, but the date would be about 
1886—long before the Curies discovered radium in 
pitchblende, 

Huxley was referring to the field research of- 
fered by the study of solar rays. He made use of 
a phrase somewhat as follows “The sun, which so 
far as we at present know, is the sole source of 
light.” 

In 1886 it would have looked like a safe as- 
sertion to describe the sun as the sole source of 
light. One wonders whether Huxley had a premo- 
nition of the radio-active metals, or whether it was 
merely the habit of the scientific mind holding no 
opinion final while a field for research offered. 


REAKING off from reading Chesterton's impres- 

sions of his American visit, I came across a 
number of evidences that the Americans are a re- 
markable people while scanning some exchanges 
today. 

On the front page of a Denver newspaper 
boasting a huge circulation was a four column cut 
of a terror-stricken degenerate, victim of a lynch- 
ing bee in Kansas.

SHOULD A YOUNG CHILD BE TAKEN 
SHOPPING? 

There is a fear of losing a small child in the 
crowded store or on the sidewalk and this some- 
times causes the mother to hold the child's hand 
too tightly, causing the arm to be stretched upward 
in such a position that it 
must become very tired. 
This brings us to the prob- 
lem of today's article: 
Should the young child be 
taken shopping? 

I am sure that the wisest 
plan is to arrange to leave 
the small child with a kind- 
ly. neighbor. This plan pre- 
vents the danger of the 
child's picking up some con- 
tagious children’s disease, a 
danger which is always 
present in a crowd. Where 
such an arrangement is not 
convenient, and the child 
must be taken on the shop- 
ping tour, certain steps can 
be taken by the mother to 
make the day more pleas- 
~ RS ant. 

Dr. McCoy The first suggestion I 
wish to make is that the mother either make at 
home or buy for a few cents, some kind of harness 
to put on the child so she can lead him by the at- 
tached strap. In this way there is no danger of his 
getting lost and the child no longer has to walk for 
long periods with one arm raised up in the air, an 
uncomfortable position for a young child to hold. 
How frequently we sec a child of two or three 
yanked along the street by one arm. Such a sct of 
harness would savé this. The, mother should take 


“the time to walk slowly so that the child can keep 


up, rather than walking swiftly and half-dragging 
the little tot along. 

Before starting out shopping make a short list of 
the articles which are really needed. Your aim 
should be to make a plan by which you can get all 
the buying done in the shortest possible time. In 
this way the child gets home before he is too tired 
and upset. We have all seen a tired mother strug- 
ling with a tired child in a store and felt sorry for 
both of them. The child quickly wearies of the un- 
usual noise and to finish all necessary business and 
then get home is the best plan. The mother should 
try to get downtown early in the day while the 
child is still feeling rested and before the stores are 
crowded. Going in the morning will also have the 
added advantage of not interfering with the child's 
rap. 

Now comes the question of what to buy the child. 
Most mothers look forward to surprising him with 
the treat of a small toy. However, once the tiny tot 
arrives at the toy counter he is likely to want 
everything he sees. It is not an unusual sight to see 
a child screaming for toys because he has learned 
that his mother will give him what he wants if he 


| howls loudly enough. To prevent this, take the child 


to the toys and tell him firmly that he can have but 
one plaything. Give him plenty of time to pick it 


| out and when he has made up his mind, buy the 


toy and leave the department. Never buy three or 
four objects just because he cries for them. If he 
makes an unpleasant disturbance, the best rule is 
to quietly walk away, not buying anything. 

A child taken shopping should be fed just as care- 
fully as at home, yet how often exactly the opposite 
happens. He is tempted by candies, pastries and 
other unaccustomed dainties and it is very easy to 
feed him not wisely but too well. To avoid an upset 
stomach afterward, a good way is to pay particular 
attention to what he eats while away from home. 

These directions I have given are easy to follow 
and the mother who heeds them will enjoy the 
shopping trip more than if she tries to hold the 
child’s hand, does not know exactly what she wants 
to buy and hence spends more time in town than is 
actually necessary, is herself upset by having the 
child cry for too many toys, and is worried because 
she knows he has indulged in too many fancy foods. 
lf you will but take the trouble to train the child 
correctlty on his first shopping trips, then, when 
he is a little older, the two of you will enjoy many 
pleasant buying trips together. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Question Mr. R. writes “I had a positive Wasser- 
mann test and took treatments for fifteen months, 
although the doctor told me it would take a year 
at first. These treatments are very expensive and 
it is difficult to continue them. One time when I 
missed my appointment,the doctor sent me a threat- 
ening note and spoke of the law. Can a doctor com- 
pel me to continue his treatments providing the 
test is negative now?” 

Answer: No doctor can tell you ahead of time 
just how long it will take to cure your disease. 
Sometimes it is necessary to have several negative 
reports before he is reasonably sure that the dis- 
case is cured. The law compels the doctor to report 
your case, because the disease is communicable, 
but you cannot be compelled to take any certain 
treatment, although you must remain under some 
doctor's care until pronounced cured. It might be 
better to change to a doctor who bolds his patients 
by ability and not through fear. 

Question Mrs. M. G. writes: I have been told 
that milk contains so much calcium that {it causes 
bones and arteries to harden. Is this true?”

The hard job falls to those who 
fluctuate, but must go on despite 
it all and work themselves out of 
moods, and fight for such peace 
of mind and fair-going as they 
can attain. All of which is an 
index of sensibility. A 98-cent 
clock will go in almost any posi- 
tion; a chronometer has to be 
carefully levelled and boxed to 
protect it from moisture and too 
great changes of temperature. 
While clocks have but the one 
human works have a great vari- 
ety. of things to perform, from 
routine to creative moments. The 
one you can do at any time, for 
the other you want to be at your 
best. It doesn’t always pay to 
force yourself; just be resigned +o 
the fact that it doesn't go today. 
If you keep at it, it may have 
to be done all over again tomor- 
row. But do not give in too 
easily. 

It's because tone, or form, or 
insight depends upon the nice 
balance of function, which con- 
stantly fluctuates.

FREE SPEECH 


Editor, Bulletin:— 

The word “free” is being over- 
worked these days. “Salvation is 
free’ was the favorite of the 
evangelist of the last generation 
but since then the adjective “Iree” 
has had rather a marvellous ex- 
tension in use. Evidently, it can 
be applied to almost anything. 
Free trade, frec love, free wheel- 
ing, free meals, frge “movies” for 
the unemployed and free railroad 
transportation for the wealthy are 
heard from various quarters, in- 
volving, ary one of them, ideas 
which will start an argument, 
and now free speech threatens to 
raise a bigger eontroversy than 
any one of them. 

The term “free” has been used, 
abused and misused, and *bove 
all in reference to “free” speech. 
Great Britain, like Athens of old, 
has been the friend of free speech, 
and one of the delights of life in 
London, has been to stand in the 
crowd on “the green” and listen 
to free speech in all its glory— 


the reddest red and the bluest | 
blue—varying from the rankest | 


atheism to the denunciation of 
No one was dis- 
turbed by such emanations, least 
of all the friends of law and or- 
der. 

It was a good thing—a safety- 
valve to save an explosion, a 
fierce smoke to disappear in the 
open air. 

But outside Great Britain the 
attitude to it has been different, 
and it is at least suggestive to re- 
member that the one country 
whose free speech has not been 
tolerated is in Russia both under 
its old and under its present re- 
gime: it may provide and inspire 


matter for free speech in other | 


lands but it has its own ideas as 
to its permission at home. But it 
is on this continent that the ques- 


tion is a public issue, and while | 
free speech is the rule in the | 


mother’s house, it is heard with 
suspicion in the daughter's. 
is probably inevitable: in Canada 
where there is not solid back- 
ground for inherited respect for 


the law which is found in Eng- 


land and the mixed elements in 
the population compel more care 
in the watching of dissemination 
of propaganda. 

On the other hand it is tnter- 
esting to read the Old and N-w 
Testaments with regard to free 
speech. Listen to the prophets as 
their voices are raised against the 
wrongs of their own day—social 
injustice, national apostasy, the 
insolence of wealth, the display of

'Meighen Believes Deposits 
at Bear Lake Warrant 


Careful Investigation 


OTTAWA, May 5.—Government 
control of gadiura production and

DANGER OF RUSH 

The danger of a mining rush into 
the Great Bear Lake district of 
Canada’s Northwest Territories, a 
thousand miles north of civiliza- 
tion, with the possibility of winter 
overtaking the men before they 
could get out, was feared by Sen- 
ator McRae. He urged the govern- 
ment to take such measures as wil! 
ensure no man going in who had 
not made proper provision for get- 
ting out. r 

Senator Meighen did not endorse 
Senator McRae’s suggestion for the 
appointment of a radium commis- 
sion. Already the government was 
investigating the matter in one way 
or another. He quite understood 
that Senator McRae’s idea was not 
that the radium deposits should be 
considered as sources of revenucs 
for the Crown but was rather con- 
sidering the matter from the broad 
humane standpoint. 
Senator McRae agreed on Senator 
Meighen's interpretation of his 
resolution. Control did not neces- 
sarily mean what many. had taken 
it to mean. There might be con- 
trol by the Department of Mines or 
control by private companies which 
the government might hold in check 
of control by a radium commission. 


FEAR FOREIGNERS

Vacant Lots For 
Unemployed Not 


Matter For Gov't. 


Any scheme for the turning over 
of vacant lots to the unemployed 
for cultivation of foodstuffs, must 
of necessity be a matter between 
the persons concerned and the 
municipalities, declared Premier J 
E. Brownlee on Thursday. 

The government would not enter 
into any such scheme as the vacant 
lots are under municipal jurisdic- 
tion. 

So far, he said, two schemes have 
been considered by municipalities. 
One was turning over the lots to 
the unemployed, specially married 
men and permit them to raise” pro- 
duce for their own use. 

The other scheme was to have 
the land cultivated under munici- 
pal direction, with the district tak- 
ing the produce for community 
purposes, such as méa@ss_ feeding 
along the lines prevailing in Cal- 
gary 

A letter along this line was re- 
cently received from Hon. W. A 
Gordon, and copies were forwarded 
to municipalities. 

If such a scheme were brought 
into effect, the municipalities would 
supply the seed.

Cheated Income Tax On 
‘Big Revenue He 


Possessed 


LONDON.—(By Mail)—A remark- 
abie story of a man who said he did 
not realise that his income was over 
£13.000 a year and continued in a 
post at a salary of £400 was told at 
the Old Bailey. 

Arthur John Priest, aged 60, of 
Clapham, 8.W., rate collector to the 
Wandsworth Borough Council, 
pleaded guilty to making false super- 
tax and income tax returns whereby 
he defrauded the revenue of £15,300, 


It was revealed that at the time 
the prosecution started he— 

Owned 240 properties in Londca 
and 80 ground rents. 

Had an income of £13,300 a year. 
£38,000 on deposit in the bank. 

Had uncashed money orders and 
cheques going back to 1923 in his 
house; and 

Had £3,000 owing to him in rents 
he had not collected. 

G. D. Roberts, prosecuting, said 
|that Priest lived in a house rented at 
/{60 a year. It was not until it be- 
came clear that the authorities were 
in possession of facts from other 
jsources that Priest revealed his true 
|position. Some of his houses were 
left to him on the death of his father 
{20 years ago, and he had been saving 
}money and putting it into more 
houses. 

J. D. Cassels, K:C., defending, said 
Priest did not inherit much from his 
father. He had reached his position 
almost entirely through his own 
efforts. He was above suspicioun as 
far as his rate collecting was con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Justice Swift: I was wondering 
why such a man should carry on a 
full-time job at £400 a year. 

Mr. Cassels said it was a remark- 
able thing, but Priest did not know 
his income was so large. He had in- 
vested in short leasehold property 
and had been fortunate. Through 
trying to manage his affairs himself 
he got into confusion and muddle. 
| Mr. Justice Swift, in passing sen- 
tence, said to Priest: “I am satis- 
fied that the sentence indicated by 
the Act for one of the offences to 
which you have pleaded guilty is not 
an adequate punishment for the 
long-drawn-out career oi robbery in 
which you have engaged. Fortunate- 
ly for you the law has been altered, 
and instead of consecutive terms of 
imprisonment I shall send you to one 
short term of three years’ penal 
servitude.” 

Priest, who had trembled violently 
during Mr. Justice Swift's remarks, 
collapsed to his knees and groaned, 
“Oh, no, no. I have not done that. 
Don't say that. Oh! Oh!"’ He had to 
be carried from the dock.
